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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. As per Applicants 1 instruction as filed on 11/16/04, claims 1, 26-27, and 30 have 
been amended, and claim 31 has been newly added. 

Response to Remarks 

2. Applicants 1 remarks filed on 1 1/16/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicants' present an argument of which Haskell's reference does not 
disclose or suggest using a first re-quantization scheme (a first portion of a bitstream) 
and a second re-quantization scheme (a second portion of a bitstream). 

However, after careful scrutiny of the Haskell's reference, the Examiner must 
respectively disagree, and maintain the grounds of rejection for the reasons that follow. 

In response to the argument, Haskell discloses requantizing a first portion of 
the bitstream (target bits per macroblock), using a first re-quantization scheme 
and requantizing a second portion of the bitstream (by way of feedback from the 
rate control unit; Qp based on the target bits ger macroblock) using a second re- 
quantization scheme (col. 10, lines 49-57). 

For all of the reasons stated above, the Applicants' argument is deemed moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-8, 12-13, 15, and 26-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haskell et al (5,687,095) as previously discussed in the last office action 
as filed on 4/26/2004. 

5. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haskell et al 
(5,687,095). 

Regarding claim 31, Haskell et al discloses an apparatus for converting 
the bit rate of a compressed bitstream, the apparatus comprising: 
memory (Fig. 1,111), and 

a processor (107) coupled to the memory for requantizing a first portion of 
the bitstream including video data using a first re-quantization scheme, and 
requantizing a second portion of the bitstream including video data using a 
second re-quantization scheme (abs.; col. 10, lines 49-57). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

7. Claims 9-1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Haskell et al (5,687,095) as previously discussed in the last office action as filed on 
4/26/2004.
